Gentlemen , 


I  have  the  honour  to  submit  to  you  my  forty-fifth  Annual  Report 
on  the  Health  and  Mortality  of  your  District  during  the  year  1957. 

POPULATION 

The  estimated  population  (as  supplied  by  the  Count;/  Council)  of 
the  District  is  10,550  as  compared  witPi  10,620  for  last  year.  The 
population  at  the  Census  in  1951  was  10,9^2. 

AREA 


The  District  extends  over  an  area  of  7,^55  acres,  and  is 
situated  on  the  borders  of  Lancashire  and  Yorkshire  at  a  height 
ranging  from  about  440  to  1,550  feet  above  sea  level. 

The  climate  is  somewhat  damp,  but  bracing. 

The  chief  industries  include  the  manufacture  of  cotton  and 
woollen  goods  and  synthetic  fibres,  leather  tanning,  iron  turning 
and  founding,  oil  and  fat  refining  and  dyeing  and  finishing. 

VITAL  STATISTICS 


The  number  of  deaths  in  the  District  in  1957  was  145,  69  males 
and  76  females,  which  is  equivalent  to  a  death  rate  of  13.7  per  1,000' 
of  the  estimated  population. 

The  number  of  births  was  145,  34  males  and  61  females,  which  is 
equivalent  to  a  birth  rate  of  13.7* 

TPiere  were  3  still  births,  1  male  and  2  females,  giving  a  rate 
per  1,000  total  (Live  and  Still)  births  of  20. 

The  births  and  deaths  for  the  year  were  the  same  at  145,  and 
the  birth  and  death  rates  also  the  same  at  13.7.  The  mean  birth 
rate  for  the  past  five  years  was  0.1  below  the  mean  death  rate. 

For  1956  tlie  birth  rate  was  13.1  and  the  death  rate  14*4  and 
the  averages  for  the  past  five  years  were:-  birth  rate  14.0  and 
death  rate  14.1. 

From  these  figures  it  will  be  seen  that  the  birth  rate  is  0.6 
above  the  previous  year  ana  0.3  below  the  average  for  the  past  five 
years,  and  the  death  rate  0.7  below  the  previous  year  and  0.4  below 
the  average.

The  health  visiting  is  under  the  supervision  of  the  County 
Council . 
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INFANT  DEATHS 


There  has  been  1  male  death  under  one  year  of  age,  which  is 
equivalent  to  a  death  rate  of  7  per  1,000  live  births,  and  1  death 
and  a  rate  of  7  for  1956. 

From  these  figures  it  will  be  seen  that  the  rate  is  the  same 
as  the  previous  year  and  23  below  the  average. 

There  has  been  one  death  under  4  weeks  of  age,  which  is 
equivalent  to  a  death  rate  of  7  per  1,000  live  births,  and  1  death 
and  a  rate  of  7  for  1956.

One  point  again  worthy  of  comment  is  the  fact  that  1957  was  the 
eleventh  year  in  succession  in  which  no  cases  of  Diphtheria  were 
notified.  The  last  case  occurred  in  April  1946  and  the  last  death  from 
this  disease  occurred  in  December  1945.  Such  a  long  spell  without  the 
occurrence  of  a  case  is  sufficient  evidence  of  the  value  of  Diphtheria 
immunisation.  In  order  to  maintain  this  record,  it  is  essential  that 
parents  should  continue  to  have  their  children  immunised. 

SCARLET  FEVER 


One  case  occurred  and  was  isolated  at  home.  There  were  no 
deaths . 


Vv HOOPING  COUGH 


14  cases  occurred,  all  of  which  were  treated  at  home.  There 
were  no  deaths. 

MEASLES 

96  cases  occurred,  one  of  which  was  removed  to  hospital  and  the 
remainder  treated  at  home.  There  were  no  deaths. 
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TUBERCULOSIS 


There  was  one  death  from  Tuberculosis  during  the  year,  against 
”no  deaths”  in  1956. 

There  were  8  notifications,  2  of  which  were  new  additions  to 
the  register  and  6  duplicate  notifications  which  were  chiefly 
notifications  of  admission  and  discharge  of  patients  at  Sanatoria. 

The  occupations  of  the  new  cases  were  as  follows:-  ex  R.A.F.  1, 

School  Caretaker  1. 

The  Public  health  (Tuberculosis)  Regulations  1952  no  longer 
require  a  Medical  Officer  of  health  to  keep  a  register  of  tuberculosis 
notifications,  but  the  Minister  of  health  urges  that  registers  should 
continue  to  be  kept.  A  register  is  therefore  maintained  of  all  cases 
notified  and  weekly  statements  forwarded  to  the  County  Medical  Officer 
of  health  of  admissions  to  and  removals  from  the  register  and  the 
movements  of  patients  into  and  out  of  hospitals  and  Sanatoria. 

The  number  of  tuberculosis  persons  in  the  District  at  the 
beginning  of  the  year  was  61  -  48  Pulmonary  and  13  non-Pulmonary . 

2  Cases  have  been  added  to  the  register,  both  Pulmonary.  5  Cases  - 
all  Pulmonary  -  have  been  removed  from  the  register,  leaving  a  total 
of  58  at  the  end  of  the  year  -  45  Pulmonary  and  13  non-Pulmonary. 

Of  the  5  cases  removed  from  the  register,  1  has  died,  3  have  removed 
out  of  the  district  and  1  has  recovered. 

The  body  of  the  Report  contains  details  of  the  work  of  the 
department  during  the  year  and  the  report  of  the  Public  Health 
Inspector  sets  out  details  of  the  sanitary  circumstances  of  the 
district . 

In  concluding  this  Report  I  should  like  to  acknowledge  the 
valuable  assistance  I  have  received  from  Mr.  Clough,  Mr.  Kearns, 

Mr.  Crabtree  and  Mr.  Howarth.

I  have  pleasure  in  submitting  my  Annual  Report  for  the  year 
1957,  in  accordance  with  Article  27  of  the  Sanitary  Officers 
(Outside  London)  Regulations  1935.  Comment  is  made  on  several 
aspects  of  the  work  but  other  details,  statistics  etc.,  have  been 
included  in  your  report  to  the  County  Medical  Officer  of  Health,  a 
copy  of  which  is  attached  to  this  report. 

A  summary  sheet  is  also  attached  showing  details  of  the  visits 
and  inspections  made  during  the  year.  Compared  with  the  previous 
year  visits  in  connection  with  meat  inspection,  water  supply,  refuse 
disposal,  drainage  work  and  Rent  Act  certificates  show  an  increase 
and  there  is  a  somewhat  corresponding  decrease  in  Public  Health  Act 
visits,  rodent  control,  food  premises  and  housing. 

HOUSING 


Little  progress  can  be  reported  in  dealing  with  the  109  houses 
earmarked  for  clearance  under  the  5  year  programme  in  1955  but  it  is 
hoped  that  this  work  may  be  resumed  on  a  full  scale  as  soon  as  the 
Council  is  able  to  resume  house  building.  In  the  meantime  some 
progress  towards  dealing  with  the  figure  submitted  to  the  Ministry 
should  be  possible  by  dealing  with  those  houses  on  the  list  which 
are  at  present  vacant  and  rehousing  of  tenants  of  occupied  houses 
by  action  unoer  Lection  16  of  the  Housing  Act  1957.  (Individual 
unfit  houses) .  In  view  of  the  high  costs  of  new  building,  the 
policy  of  purchasing  suitable  existing  houses  and  the  carrying  out 
of  modernisation  schemes  has  much  to  commend  it. 

R^rULE  COLLECTION 


The  Council  scheme  for  renewal  of  defective  dustbins  continues 
to  function  satisfactorily  and  the  number  renewed  or  supplied  (293) 
is  very  close  to  the  original  estimate  (290)  for  annual  renewals.  It 
may  be  necessary  to  exceed  this  figure  in  the  coming  year  in  order  to 
supply  additional  bins  at  premises  where  joint  usage  at  present  obtains 
Joint  usage  is  not  conducive  to  the  best  care  of  bins  and  does  not 
assist  in  the  maintenance  of  an  efficient  refuse  collection  service. 

WATER  SUPPLY 

The  district  is  supplied  by  the  Rochdale  Corporation  and  the 
number  of  houses  connected  to  the  mains  is  3,451* 

A  disturbing  feature  of  the  private  supplies  was  the  high 
proportion  of  samples  (11  out  of  12)  found,  on  bacteriological 
examination  to  be  polluted  to  a  greacer  or  lesser  degree.  In  all 
cases  owners  of  houses  served  by  these  supplied  were  advised  regarding 
precautionary  measures,  but  considerable  difficulty  has  been 
experienced  in  tracing  sources  of  pollution.  In  many  cases,  supplies 
are  obtained  from  open  moorland  streams  and  are  very  liable  to 
pollution  but  this  varies  from  time  to  time. 
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RF.N  i1  ACT  1957 


This  Act  came  into  operation  on  6th  July  1957,  and  a  number  of 
applications  have  been  received  for  Certificates  of'  uisrepair  in 
accordance  with  the  procedure  prescribed  by  the  Act.  The  number 
appears  to  be  reasonably  low  in  relation  to  the  number  of  houses  in 
respect  of  which  rent  increases  appear  to  have  been  applied.  No 
figures  are  available  in  respect  of  the  latter  however. 

CLOSET  CONVERSIONS 

The  Council  policy  of  encouraging  the  conversion  of  obsolete 
types  of  closets  to  the  water  carriage  system  was  continued  during 
che  year.  Fayments  of  grants  of  half  the  cost  of  the  work  up  to  a 
maximum  of  £10  was  made  for  each  closet  converted  and  15  pail  closets 
and  9  waste  water  closets  were  converted. 

ME. if  a NT  FOOL  INS1-CTI0N 

Slaughtering  is  carried  on  at  two  slaughterhouses  in  the  district. 
One  is  conducted  by  a  wholesale  butcher  and  results  in  slaughtering 
in  excess  cf  the  normal  requirements  of  the  district  and  for  this 
excess,  payment  based  on  a  prescribed  formula  is  paid  to  the  Council 
by  the  Ministry  cf  Agriculture,  Fisheries  and  Food.  In  common  with 
many  other  districts  this  involves  the  inspection  of  '-eat  outside 
what  are  normally  regarded  as  office  hours,  and  at  weekends. 

Luring  the  year,  890  Du^ls,  Bullocks  and  Heifers,  765  Cows, 

108  Calves,  4,595  Cheep  and  Lambs  and  600  Figs  were  killed  and 
inspected.  The  percentages  of  carcases  affected  with  Tuberculosis 
were  respectively  6.62,  26.66,  .92,  Nil,  anc  3.62,  and  those  affected 
with  other  diseases  or  conditions  requiring  condemnation  cf  some  part 
or  organ  were  11.12,  19 .08,  1.85,  15.66,  2.00  respectively. 

During  the  year,  the  Minister  of  Agriculture,  Fisheries  and  Food 
presented  to  Parliament  draft  Regulations  for  new  recommended  minimum 
standards  for  trie  construction,  lay-out  and  equipment  for  the  purpose 
of  securing  humane  slaughter  and  hygienic  conditions  in  slaughterhouses. 
Oubject  to  the  passing  of  the  necessary  enabling  legislation  and  to 
any  minor  or  drafting  changes  which  may  be  found  necessary,  these 
regulations  will  in  due  course  be  laid  before  Parliament.
